Nitler's whole administration has all the earmarks of a well-prepared Nazi-type Regime l — 
They're working on it tooth and claw! The only thing they'd need is the violence ora good excuse 
for the people to get all uptight, and get excited, scared to death, so that they could be voted in 
again for more powers next year! 

American fathers and mothers are more afraid of the hippies in this country than they are of the 
Chinese! "Now the Hippies are our main concern, that's first ! We'll take care of the Chinese later, 
we don't want to worry about that. We've got the guns, and we've got the atom bombs, but the first 
thing is (like Stalin said), make your own country strong! We've got to make America strong before 
we can start fighting these other countries!" This is what Hitler said, this what Stalin said, this 
is what EVERY dictator has said! "First make your own country strong! Get rid of these enemies 
within!
